Lambeth rakes in Brixton, the 
site of the recent riot, Mr Hart- 
lev Dear. direcror of the 
Brixton advice centre in Railton 
Road, said; “ ‘This case is 3 test 
of Lamberh Cnuncil’s ability to 
put its race relations and equal 
opportunities policies into 
practice.” 9 

The left-wing Labnur council 
is presided aver hy Mr Ted 
Knighc Jts equal opportunities 
policy is one af che stiffest in 
the country. and all employees 
have ıo read and sign a 
document. 

The council is now in ths 
embarrassing position of being 
taken to an industrial tribunal 
by Mr Shashin Majithia. It 
denies the charge of racial 
discrimination. : 

Mr Majithia, who has worked 
as a clerk in the council's 
finance department for six 
years, filed a, complainr last 
year. 

He alleged that Mr David 
Elsegood, a chief cashier, made 
rude remarks about him it 
front of other staff. all of whom 
were white, and that he frus- 
trated his attempts at promu- 
rion. Mr Majithia had applied 
for 30 jobs, with no success. 

He said he was not allowed 
time off to collect a £739 
deposit he had giren to a local 
estate agent and thereby lost 
the money. He was alcsn not 
allowed a dav off ta meet his 
mother at Heathrow. That treat- 
ment was differenr from that 
given to other staff. 

When Mr Maiithia was fate 
for work in March last year 
because of a bus strike, he says 
Mr Elsegood shouted at him. 
He had said he should learn the 
manners and discipline of this 
country. 

At a formal grievance hear- 
ing lasting five days, Mr Else- 
good did uot deny having sal 
those things, but he did deny 
racial discrimination. An 18 
page report did not fir any 
evidence of discriminatih ir 
promotion, but made a number 
of recommendations, These in 
cluded discussion of equal 
opportunitieg training seminars. 

None of the recommenida- 
tions was implemented hecause 
things nuickly got nut of hand. 
Mr Majirhia claims be was sent 
to Coventry bv the ather staff 
and physically assaulted br one. 

After taking a straw poll of 
the. office, the finance director 
promoted Mr Niajithia nut of 
the section. It was the failure 
to implement the grievance 

anel’s - recnmmendations thet 
ed Mr Majithia to take actior 
against the council. ° 

He has heen sunported by 
Mr Jay Thakker, of the Asian 
Community Action Group. 
Without Mr Thrakker’s help he 
said he would have left his jz 
and the country. “It has made 
my life miserable ", he said. 

Lambeth council said yester- 
day that it had a strong equal 
bpportuniries policy and that 
complaints were thoroughly 
iavestigated. It said jt was 
denying the charge of racial 
discrimination at the industrial 
tribunal. 

Mr Elsegoand said yesterday 
that he did not want to com- 
ment, “There is nn question

grounds, It was to do with 
i Majithia’s conduct”, he 
said.
